The Feſuirs Crhe beſt Phyſicians in ſuch Diftem- 
pers) hearing of it, viſited the Boy, Prayed by him, 


and uſed fach ather Charms -and Exorciſms, as make 


them admired by filly People ; giving his Parents 
good hope of Diſpoſleſſing him -of - the foul! Spirzr, 
by which might palpably be diſcern'd, . how much 
God's Power was-expreft in their. Weakneſs; and 
whar Difference there was between the Truth, -and 
Holineſs'of the Catholick Religzon, and the Herefie pro- 
felled among Proteſtants. 'S that they that heard 
them ( and there were abundance that Reforted ro 
the Place) took them for very Holy Men. - . 

Theſe Caterpillars viſited him often, ſometimes 
in Private, ſometimes in Company ; but this, kind 
of Spirit would not be commanded by them, fo that 
or grew almoſt deſperare of the Cure. ,, + 
'he Boy in his Fits would rave, againſt an Old 
Woman dwelling near to. his Father, intimating, by 
Signs, and ghaſtly Behaviour, that ſhe had fent a 
Spirit to torment him, and ( when he was out..of 
tus Fits ) poſitively accuſed her of being ,a Witch, 
2nd the Author ot all his Miſery. This old Woman

was ſent to the Chancellor of Litchfield to 'be- Ex-- 


- amined, and the Boy was brought thither to con-- 


front her: And having his Back towards her, at 
her coming into the Room, where the Chancellor 
was, before ſhe yet entred'or appeared, he fell into - 
a moſt bitter Agony, crying out, Mow (he comes, 
now my Tozmento2 comes! wreathing and tecar- 
ing himſelf in ſo horrid a manner, that it did not 
only breed Amazement, but Pity in the Spectators, 
there being many with Expectation attending the 
Ifue: Which, with ſome other Probabilities, were 
an Inducement to the Chancellor to ſend the Woman - 
to Stafford Gaol. 


At the next Aſſizes for the-County, the Boy and - 
his Parents 'appear as Witneſſes againſt the Witch - 
The Boy was placed in a conſpicuous part of the 
Court, with his Face to the Bench, Eying the Judge - 
continually, in a very peaccable and quiet Poſture ; 
and as the Woman was coming in ( when the.Court : 
thought it impoſſible the Boy ſhould be fenfible of 
her Appearance) he fell into a more raging Fit than 
ever he was Poſſeſt with before; ſo ſtupendiouſly 
unnatural, that it was deem'd by all that faw it, 
that nothing but a D1abolical Spirit could work 
fuch horrid Effets.

and Speators, that the Old Woman ( that had no. 
50d Reputation among her Neighbours, being of a - 
teſty froward Temper, a Temper incident to Old 
Age) found few Friends to plead her Cauſe; fo that :

- Dr. Morton, Biſhop of Litchfield, ( happily then-on

with their Exorciſms, to the Undevilling of him, and 
finding little Reaſon produced, why the Witch ſhould 
uſe the Boy ſo ill, was perſwaded, this might be 
ſome Trick of the Jeſuits, for enhancing the Credit 
of Miracles; he therefore pray'd the Judge to Re- 
prieve the Woman till the next Afſizes, and he would 
take the Boy home with him, have him carefully 
and ſtrictly looked to, not doubting but before that 
time he ſhould find out the bottom of ſome ſecret 
and hidden Contrivance. The Judge aſlented to 
the Biſhop's Requeſt, and ſo the Boy was carried to 
Eccleſhall Caſtle, the Biſhop's Houſe, whither his Fits 
followed him with a great deal of Violence: for being 
put out-of his Road, ( having formerly all ſorts of 
People come to admire him, and now being more 
carcfully looked ro) he grew ſullen, and would not eat

The Biſhop viſited him often, ſtriving ſometimes 
to. foften him with Gentleneſs, at other times he 
handted him roughly ; but his Evil Spirit was not 
fo eaſily laid. : 

''The Biſhop fpoke to him. one 'time' ſome of the 
Greek Teſtament, to ſee' how that” would work, and” 
it brought him into his Fits :- At another time he 
uttered fone Verſes out of the Greet Poets, which 
his Devil was not ſo Learned as to diſtinguiſh ; for 
that put,-him into a Fit again: ſo that the m_—_ 
was confirmed that he was: an Impoſtor of a mo 
pernicious and pertinacious Spirit ; but how to con- 
jure it out of him was the Difficulty. And finding 
Words and Menaces made no Impreſſion in him, he 
fell to Blows ; for taking him out of his -Bed, and 
naby Bn: y to hold him, the Biſhop gave him ſix 
very {mart Laſhes with' a Rod, which moved the 
Boy no more thai if he had been an inſenfible Stock. 
They alfo thruft Needles into his Toes and Fingers, 
betwixt the Nails, clapt —_— Candles to his Eye- 
lids, till they ſinged the Hair off, to divert him when 
he was in his Fits ;. yet he neither winch'd nor ſtirred ; 
ſo that the Actors were more troubled to execute, 
than he to ſuffer. 

In this Condition growing almoſt deſperate, he 
would makeſigns for Knives, or any other Inſtrument, 
to do himſelf a Miſchief with, therefore ſtrict Care 
was taken, and 'many watchful Eyes ſet over him, to 
prevent any ſuch Danger. Thus he continued almoſt 
a quarter of a Year ; at laft his Urine grew fo black,

This ſtruck the good Biſhop very near ; for he 
was certain the Prieſts had been tammering with 
him, and now, .if he ſhould. miſca gg his 
Hands, thoſe Mint-Maſters of Miſchict would Coin 
ſuch Scandals againſt him, as. might paſs current 
in the World's Opinion ; Therefore he uſed all the 
means he could poſſible, as well to' preſerve him, 
as to diſcover him :. but finding the Boy. indure 
ſo many Tryals with Patience, ſo much Hardſhip 
and Severity 'in tender Years, he ugly” if his 
Water continu'd black, ro ſhift the matter ao re.

Saturday the 26th, was the fourth and laſt time 
time I faw her in that diſguiſe; when after ſome 
more than ordinary ſharp diſcourſe with her, mixed 
with Reproof to her Devil, and Objurgations to her 
ſelf, ſhe fell into ſuch a furious and raving Conyul- 
ſion, that her Teeth were fo faſt ſet, that no En- 
deavours could open them : During all which 
time, ſhe perſonated the Devil ſpeaking in her 
by a ſhrill, hollow, counterfeit Voice ; ſaying, She 
#s mine,” ſhe is mine; and hath been ſo twelve Weeks 
to day about three of the Clock; and you did not 
ſee me come in, and you ſhall not ſee me go out, 
for all your deſig» on Monday or Tueſday next - 
To whom it was anſwered, She zs a Servant of 
Chriſt Jeſus, and was baptized into him, and therein 
that ſhe had renounced the World, the Fleſh, and the 
Devil; and that ſhe had likewiſe ſubſcribed a Paper 
to that purpoſee To which her Devil replyed, 
That was your deing : And I was in her Heart : 
And you are Drunk with Sack. Satan, or what- 
ever thou art, thou art a Lyar,. Taid I, and the Fa- 
ther of Lyes; I have not drank to day: And as tbe 
Apoſtle faith, This cannot be, fince *tis but the 
third Hour of the Day. To which her Devil 
replyed, A Man might be drunk the firſt Hour. 
She now confeſſeth, That all this was from her 
own wicked Heart, and to get Money, by moving 
People's Pity, For ſhe had arrived to that de- 
gree 
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gree of Deluſion, that it may be faid of her, as it 
was of the Boy of Bi/ſon, That ſhe was unwilling 
to be undeviPd. Burt during this laft Scene of her 
Impoſture,. it was Judiciouſly obſerved by ſome; 
that when ſhe came to pronounce her Lip-Letters, 
ſhe did it with that care and tenderneſs, as if ſhe 
foreſaw the danger of being diſcovered thereby, as 
indeed in ſome meaſure ſhe was ; for, 

On Monday following, many of the SpeQators 
then preſent, ' by Appointment met at Hamiyz's 
Coffee-Houſe, near the Exchayge, about Six in the 
Evening : Where wasa very ingenious Conference :. 
And by compariog.Quicr yarions, the Cheat came 
to be more than ſuſpe&ted. In which Conference 
there happened to be a very Fudicious, Learned, and 
Sagacious Gentleman , of an excellent Temper, 
whom, by Enquiry, I found to be a Difſenting Mi- 
nifter, Heu tals cum ſit ,utinam noſter erat / to whom 
the Diſcovery of 'this Impoſtor, doth. in no. ſmall: 
meaſure owe it ſelf. | 

About this time, the Reverend and Worthy Di- 
vine, Mr. Waxe, Miniſter of H:mmer/mith, did. 
with great Prudence, adviſe us to-remove her Hus- 
band and Siſter from-her. By doing of which, 
he did, ard as it' bappened, -truly conceive that 
we ſhould the better dilcoyer the Matter. | 

Which was. accordingly done, T we/day the 28thr. 
of Febreary, by remoying,her tothe Houſe of Licu- 
tenant NVzthanat! Barlow, near Smithfie/d-Bars, where 
the Cheat was. fully found out. and diſcover.d by 
 Eaptain John Bonſey, and the above.named Lieu: 
tenant Barl:w, in the following manner.

,- Bur this did not avail her, for ſhe was ſhortly after 
committed to Brodewell, near Clerkewwell-green, by the 
Worſhipful Foebn Perry, Elq; one. of His ajeſty's Jufti- 
ces of the Peace for the County of Middleſex, as the fol- 
lowing Warrant imports ; where ſhe continues in perfet 
Health, and hath a very good hand at the Hammer. 

I muſt not here forget to relate, That a Gentleman ha- 
ving committed his Black, a lufty Fellow, to Bridewell, tor 
ſome Miſdemeanour, he > ops to knock Hemp at 
the next Block to hers} which has occaſfion'd a ridiculous 
Story about T own, That though the Devil was caſt out of 
her, yet be low d-ber Company ſo well as 10 come and knock 
Hemp with her.
